putrihed animal and vegetable matter, so dreadfully 
offensive that he was obliged to make a precipitate 
retreat ; yet the whole of the houses were inhabited! 
Since these sinks of insalubrity have been paved, 
the change in the health of the inhabitants has 
been even more remarkable than what may bave 
been anticipated. In one place (Bridgport Court.) 
which coutains eighteen bouses, the cases of sick- 
ness were eighteen before, to four after the flags 
were laid down. In another alley (Oak Coart,) the 
Proportion is five cases now to twenty eight in for- 
mer years; and, so far as observation has been ex 
tended, which it has been to fifty-seven of the 
houses, the fronts of whieh have been paved, to 
eighty-five cases of sickness which occurred before 
paving, only sixteea bave taken place since. The 
obvious effect of smoothing causeways, by means 
of flags or other paving materials, is to do away 
with such inequalities as form receptacies for the 
stagnant water left by rain, and the offals of food,
